PEACE IN NIGARAGUA, 
MEW ENVOY (5 TOLD 


Steps Taken to Compose 
Differences Please Him, 
President Says. 


CESAR THANKS U. S. 
FOR EXTENDING AID 


Neither Mentions Mexico as 
Credentials Are Presented 
at White House. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 
President Coolidge yesterday formal- 
ly received Dr. Alejandro Cesar as Min- 
ister to the United States of “the con- 
stitutional government of Nicaragua’”’ 
and expressed the hope that the need 
for keeping American marines in that 
country would soon disappear. Coin- 
cidently, the President expressed the 
earnest hope that internal dissention 
in Nicaragua soon would disappear. 

Dr. Cesar’s address, in presenting his 
credentials, expressed the gratitude of 
his government for the guidance, co- 
operation and aid which the United 
States has extended to his country dur- 
ing the grave crisis confronting it. 
There was an absence of any refer- 
ence to Mexico or Mexican assistance 
to the enemies of the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment in the addresses. Charges 
which both the United States and 
Nicaraguan governments have made 
against President Calles, of Mexico, in 
this connection are for the present to 
remain dormant and the policy now is 
to do nothing which can aggravate the 
situation. 


May Withhold Testimony. 


Because of this, it may be that Sec- 
retary of State Kelloge’s recent testi- 
mony before the Senate foreign re- 
lations committee, will «-be  with- 
held from the public. Last weex Mr. 
Kellogg said he was willing to nave 
it made public and Senator Borah, 
chairman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, opposed publication, stating 
that he would prefer to have Mr. Kel- 
logg appear before the committee at a 
public hearing. If Mr. Kellogg wants 
the testimony made public, the foreign 
relations committee, which meets to- 
day, will probably vote to comply with 
his wishes. But the impréssion now is 
that the State Department may prefer 
another course. 

Meanwhile statements from Mexico 
to the effect that President Calles. will 
not agree to arbitration of the contro- 
versy over confiscation of American 
properties under the Mexican land and 
petroleum laws were noted by Secre- 
tary Kellogg, but the latter declined to 
comment. As President Coolidge has 
made it clear that this question which 
Mexico apparently will not arbitrate is 
the only real question involved in the 
controversy between the two govern- 
ments it is proving difficult for of- 
ficials here to see any progress in the 
arbitration idea. 

Speech of New Minister. 

The Nicaraguan Minister’s address to 
the President was as follows: 

“Excellency: Once again I am honored 
with the representation of the Nica- 
raguan government before the govern- 
ment of the United States and I am 
peculiarly gratified to be able to begin 
my mission as the first diplomatic rep- 
resentative of the new constitutional 
government of Nicaragua, presided over 
by President Adolfo Diaz. 

“In the unhappy course of events 
which have disturbed the peace of 
Nicaragua during the last year there 
has never been a moment’ when the 
consistently friendly interest of the 
United States government in the peace, 
welfare and progress of Nicaragua was

NEW FEDERAL LIEN FILED 


Los Angeles, Calif., Jan. 20 
P.).—Lita Grey Chaplin tonight .ap- 
pealed to the commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue at Washington in an at- 
tempt to collect from Charles Chaplin 
her court order for $14,400 in tempo- 
rary alimony and court costs in her 
divorce suit against the wealthy come- 
dian. 

An order for the immediate pay- 
ment of $14,400 temporary alimony and 
attorneys’ fees was obtained in superior 
court here today by Mrs. Chaplin, 
but she found that the government's 
claims against her comedian-husband 
for unpaid income taxes comes first. 

While Superior Judge Walter Guerin 
issued an order for the receivers of 
Chaplin’s properties to make the pay- 
ment out of funds now in their hands, 
the government claims blocked the 
move. 

Attorneys for Chaplin, who appeared 
in today’s brief court session merely 
as spectators, refusing to represent 
their client in the action, later tossed 
another stumbling block in the way 
of alimony payment. In a letter to the 
two receivers, W. I. Gilbert and Her- 
man Spitzel, the comedian’s attorneys 
said they would hold the receivers per- 
sonally responsible for any money paid 
to Mrs. Chaplin. 

They also served a 26-page proposed 
bill of exceptions to the appointment 
of the receivers, in which they de- 
clared the receivership invalid and the 
court ‘without jurisdiction. 

A government lien amounting to 
$60,056 for income taxes for the year

Chaplin Film Corporation today. This 
is the first lien filed against the cor- 
poration.

Service Completely Revised, 
Says Paper in Authorita- 
tive Resume. 


OTHER CHANGES ARE MADE 


London, Jan. 20 (By A. P.).—The 
marriage service in the Episcopal book 
of common prayer has been completely 
remodeled, the Church of England 
says today in giving an authoritative, 
although unofficial resume of changes 
made as a result of the deliberations 
of the house of bishops on prayer book 
revision. 

The newspaper says that the bishops 
were unanimous in their decisions. 

“We believe that the revision will 
generally be approved by churchmen 
of all schools of thought except those 
irreconcilably opposed to any change,” 
the paper says. “For those, the present 
book of common prayer will still be 
available. 

“The marriage service has been com- 
pletely remodeled, there being notable 
Omissions and interesting additions. 
Ministration of public baptism also has 
been considerably revised, together 
with the burial service. A large num- 
ber of new prayers and collects have 
been added for the regular services and 
for special occasions and saints’ days.” 


A score of clergymen and about 100 
laymen and laywomen marched with 
banners on January 12 to Lambeth 
palace, where the house of bishops 
was in session in protest against the 
possibility of revising the book of com- 
mon prayer by introducing ceremonies 
similar to those of the Roman Cath- 
Olic Church. 

One of the banners carried by the 
marchers said: “Alteration may wipe 


jout the work of the reformation.” 


Fears were expressed by the protest- 
ers that a change would be made in 
the communion service permitting the 
retention in the service of the bread 
and wine for purposes similar to that 
in the Roman Catholic adoration of 
the host. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury later 
issued. a statement deprecating reports 
that the house of bishops was con- 
templating revolutionary changes in 
the prayer book.

Cape May shortly after her arrival here 
under an assumed name eerly last Fri- 
day night. 

This fact was developed today by 
town and State police and railroad de- 
tectives who have Ween -working to 
solve the mystery of her death since 
she was found dead on the ocean beach 
Saturday by coast guardsmen. Capt. 
George Stull, commandant of the coast 
guard station, estimated Miss Clarke 
had been lying on the cold beach 30 
hours before her body was found. 

termination of the fact that Miss 
Clarke was alive when she arrived here 
Friday night followed a checking up by 
railroad detectives and conductors. of 
the conductor’s punches on the mile- 
age ticket on which the woman tray- 
eled here by train. These determined 
that she left a train that arrived here 
from Camden, N. J., at 6:19 o’clock “— 
day night. 

But beyond that point the mystery 
still balks the efforts-of police and de- 
tectives to solve it. Two Fouths, Harry 
Rutherford, 17 years old, and Harry 
Clarke, 18 years old, arrested early this 
morning by police in Camden when 
they sought food and shelter of the 
police, and who were questioned in 
connection with the death of Miss 
Clark, tonight were absolved by police 
here. The Camden police charged the 
youths had ridden there in an automo- 
bile stolen Sunday here in Cape May. 


Registered at No Hotel. 


For what purpose Miss Clark came 
to Cape May, whether she met anyone

$357,000,000 I$ IN BILL 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The House passed and sent to- the 
Senate. yesterday the $357,000,000 army 
appropriation bill providing for a 
standing force of 118,750 men. 

Passage, by .a vote of 235 to 4, came 
after the House for the second time, 
had rejected the budget bureau pro- 
posal for a standing army of’ 115,000. 
It did so by defeating, 235 to 19, on a 
roll-call vote, an effort by Represent- 
ative Blanton’ (Democrat), Texas, to 
trim the bill to conform with the 
budget. 

As passed with no important changes, 
the bill provides $279,000,000 for mili- 
tary and $78,000,000 for nonmilitary 
activities, including $50,000,000 for 
work on rivers and harbors improve- 
ments already authorized, and $300,000 
for Muscle Shoals. 

To continue the five-year program 
of the air corps the bill provides $20,- 
000,000, including funds for purchase 
of 574 airplanes or 305 more than were 
provided for during the present fiscal 
year. 

The measure also would raise the 
daily ration for each soldier from 35 
to 40 cents. The House defeated, how- 
ever, an amendment that would have 
prohibited use of butter substitutes in 
national soldiers’ homes. It was spon- 
sored by Representative Schafer (Re- 
publican), Wisconsin.

Peace Proposals by Diaz 
Rejected by Dr. Sacasa 


Managua, Nicaragua, Jan. 20 (By A. 
P.).—The proposals for peace advanced 
by Gen. Adolfo Diaz, head of the con- 
servative Nicaraguan regime, have been 
refused by Dr. Juan B. Sacasa, president 


of the liberal regime at Puerto Cabezas, 
it is announced here. . 

Gen. Diaz proposed a conference with 
the object of making peace on the 
basis of liberal participation in the 
government, liberal representation on 
the bench of the supreme court, elec 
tion without contest of liberal con- 
gressmen in two departments and su- 
pérvision by the United States of free 
elections in 1928. 

Dispatches through conservative 
sources say a detachment of Diaz cav- 
alry defeated liberal forces 2t El Pozo, 
near Telica, in northwestern Nicaragua.

RECLLED, TO MAKE 
WASHINGTON HOME 


H. H. Bryn, Removed as Min- 
ister, Will Stay to Care 
for Injured Son. 


SHIPPING CLAIM CLASH 
BLAMED FOR DISMISSAL 


Disagreed on Demand. for 
Compensatoin for Fleet 
Commandeered in War. 


H. H. Bryn, Norwegian Minister to 
the United States, who has been re- 
called by his government after serving 
almost seventeen years as Minister at 
Washington, intends to remain here 
with his family indefinitely on account 
of the condition of his son who was 
recently injured in a motor accident, 
and he has made no plans for the im- 
mediate future, it was stated at his 
home last evening. His recall, it was 
said, was brought about as the result 
of a difference of opinion with his 
government over a Norwegian shipping 
claim which he refuses to press. 

Alexis H. G. O. Lundh, oounselor of 
the Norwegian legation here, has been 
acting as charge d'affaires since the 
Minister ceased to perform his duties 
on December 1, and presented his let- 
ters of recall to the State Department. 
Officials of the legation denied reports 
yesterday that F. H. Gade, Norwegian 
Minister to Brazil, who is in Washing- 
ton to discuss the Norwegian shipping 
claims with officials of the United 
States Shipping Board, was acting as 
Minister here, declaring that he has 
no connection with the legation. 

“I have received no information that 
my government has decided to ap- 
point a new Minister here,”’ Charge 
da@’Affaires Lundh declared today. “Mr. 
Gade is here solely in connection with 
shipping claims.” 


Still Claims Brazil Post. 


Mr. Gade stated today that his only 
business here was the adjustment of 
shipping claims and that he was still 
accredited as Minister to Brazil. He 
declared that the shipping claim in 
question was a very old one and thal 
he had been instructed to settle the 
matter in an amicable manner. 

Mr. Bryn was the second ranking 
Minister.-in Washington, due to his 
long service in the Capital, being out- 
ranked only by Viscount d’Alte, the 
Portuguese Minister. He has two daugh- 
ters, Inger M. and Laura Bryn, and a 
son John. The latter has taken out 
his first papers of citizenship in this 
country. It was stated. at the home of 
the former Minister last evening that 


he himself has no intention at present | 


of taking out any naturalization papers 
although both he and his wife are ex- 
ceedingly fond of the United States 
where they have spent so many years. 

It was stated at the Shipping Board 
yesterday that so far as the board is 
concerned the Hannevig case, which has 
apparently resulted in the recall of the 
Norwegian Minister, was ended in July. 
1926. Hannevig did not recognize his 
bankruptcy as legal and filed the claim 
against the government for comman- 
deering his ships at the outset of this 
country’s entrance into the world war. 


Refused to Press Claim. 


According to Shipping Board offi- 
cials, the Norwegian envoy, Mr. Bryn, 
refused to press the Hannevig claim 
against the board because he felt the 
grounds presented by his fellow-coun- 
trymen were not substantial. This 
statement, however, remains unconfirm- 
ed from official sources. 

In a search of Shipping Board files 
it was disclosed in a government brief 
presented in the trial of the case be- 
fore the Supreme Court of the District 
of Columbia that under date of June 
1, 1917, after the entry of the United 
States into the world war, three 
Hannevig companies entered into con- 
tract with each other for the building 
of 26 vessels, but that the keels of 
only six vessels were laid. Subsequent- 
ly the Wnited States requisitioned all 
government vessels for commercial 
use and the brief sets forth that

Minister Pale and Worn as He 
Takes the Stand Accused 
of Killing Chipps. 


ROW OVER INDICTMENT 
14 YEARS AGO RESULTS 


Man Says He Directed Texas 
Lumberman to Study in 
Which He Was Slain.

Austin, Tex., Jan. 20 (By A. P.).— 
Dr. J. Frank Norris sat in the witness 
stand for five minutes in his murder 
trial here late today to relate that he 
had been indicted three times in 1912 
and 1913 for arson and perjury. 

The celebrated fundamentalist’s ap- 


pearance on the stand came suddenly 
near the end of the court day after 
he had listened to witnesses tell of 
threats by: D. E.- Chipps to kill him. 
Chipps was shot to death by Norris in 
the pastor’s study July 17 last. 

The minister was placed on ‘the 
stand by his counsel to testify as to 
the previous indictments in an at- 
tempt to forestall questions by the 
State as to these charges of fourteen 
years ago, which grew out of the burn- 
ing of Norris’ church. 

The jury was excused while Norris 
was on the stand and the lawyers 
argued over admissibility of evidence 
as to the arson and perjury indict- 
ments. 

Will Be Last Witness. 


Judge James R. Hamilton announced 
the matter would be ruled on finally 
should the disputed evidence be offered. 

Norris’ counsel intimated he would 
take the stand tomorrow as the last 
witness for the defense. . 

The companion of Chipps on his 
climb to death in the church office of 
Dr. Norris in Fort Worth last July 
today told his story of how he had 
directed Chipps to the room in which 
he was shot to death. Dr. Norris is on 
trial for the slaying of Chipps. 

D. E. Redmond, Chipps’ companion, 
proved to be another of those acci- 
dental witnesses of the tragedy which 
cost the life of Chipps when the latter 
went to Norris’ office to protest against 
the pastor’s attacks on Mayor H. C. 
Meacham. 

He happened to be going to the of- 
fice of the Searchlight in the first Bap- 
tist Church office building for a Bible 
when he ran across Chipps, who was on 
his way to the same place. 

He knew Chipps then only as “a 
large man” who accosted him on the 
street and inquired the way to Norris’ 
office, the witness said. He told “the 
large man” he would show him the 
office, and the man said, “How in 
will I know him when I see him?” 


Another Heard Remark. 


This was the same remark R. B. 
Ridgeway yesterday testified he had 
heard as he sat in his automobile across 
the street from Norris’ office. - 

Redmond mounted the stairs with 
“the large man,” showed him the door 
to. Norris’ office and then went for his 
Bible. The man, whom he afterward 
identified as the same man who was 
shot in Norris’ office, walked into the 
pastor’s study without knocking, he 
said. 

While Redmond, who has been a gos- 
pel song student, was examining Bibles 
in a rear room of the building, he heard 
the shots that ended Chipps’ life. 
Rushing out into the hall he saw “the 
large man” who had a few minutes be- 
fore been his companion on the stair- 
way.

Geneva, Jan. 20 (By A. P.).—An in- 
ternational conference in Washington | 
to study means of combatting the grow- | 
ing illicit trade in habit-forming drugs 
was unofficially suggested here today 
as a practical step toward meeting an 
evil which is causing growing appre- 
hension. 

Members of the League of Nations 
undoubtedly would prefer Geneva, but 
it is believed that Premier Mussolin! 
of Italy, for one, is ready to go to Wash- 
ington or anywhere else unless the 
League succeeds in achieving results by 
stopping overproduction in accordance 
with the Hague convention. 

Premier Mussolini, through Stefano 
Cavazzoni his delegate to the league’s 
advisory commission on opium, now in 
session, has given warning that the, 
time has arrived to establish a ration 


put of narcotics in each country to 
medical and scientific purposes, there- 
by supporting the recent American note 
to the powers urging stricter observance 
sf the Hague convention.

Information reaching the league 
shows a steady increase in drug con- 
trabands. The United States has re- 
ported that large quantities of mor- 
phine, heroin and cocaine are being 
smuggled into America with seizures 
becoming increasingly difficult because 
of the cleverness of the smugglers and 
because of indications of the existence 
of a powerful international drug ring. 

Another suggestion emanating from 
Italian sources is to place drug control 
frankly in the hands of the League of 
Nations. This suggestion, however, has 
caused questioning as to whether Wash- 
ington would accept such a proposal. 

Lieut. Col. Arthur Wood, American 
expert member on the league commis- 
sion who led the fight against the nar- 
cotic evil last year, is unable to attend 
the commission sessions at present and 
has designated as his personal repre- 
sentative I. B. Benham, of New York, 
who is keeping him informed of de- 
velopments. 


Chu Chao-Hsin, Chinese delegate on 
the league council, threw a few fire- 
works into today’s session of the ad- 
visory commission when he protested 
that a chart submitted by the experts, 
showing that China produced 15,000 
tons of opium annually. was a gross 
libel on his country. Sir John Camp- 
bell, president of the commission, re- 
marked that Chu was talking at great 
length and without point, whereupon 
Chu accused him of partiality. The 
president denied this indignantly. 

Adherence of Bolivia to the Geneva 
opium convention was announced with 
the reservation that Bolivia witil not 
undertake to restrict the cultivation 
and production of coca leaf in her ter- 
ritory nor to forbid the consumption of 
the leaf by the natives. 


Much Smuggling 


Causes Surprise Here. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Unofficial suggestions in Geneva for 
an international conference in Wash- 
ington on illicit drug traffic control 
came as a complete surprise to officials 
here. Lacking any word through of- 
ficial channels as to what underlay the 
proposals, they declined to comment. 
They admitted deep interest, however, 
not in the Washington conference sug- 
gestion alone, but also in the signifi- 
cance it might have as indicating crys- 
talization of opinions abroad in line 
with practical questions brought up in 
the recent American communication. 

In that document the Washington 
government outlined its own difficul- 
ties in checking illicit drug traffic in 
this country, although its own restric- 
tive measures were declared to have 
been effective in controlling the dis- 
tribution of American manufactured 
products. It was urged that similar 
measures by the various powers on 
their own motion might be taken to 
affect control at the source, which in 
the case of the great majority of the 
illicit drugs seized in the United States 
was declared to be in other countries. 
In effect the American communication 
expressed a hope for cooperation of 
other powers in stopping drug smug- 
gling in the United States. 

Officials were not slow to note a re- 
flection of that viewpoint in the Geneva 
suggestion for a Washington conference, 
apparently supported by representatives 
of Premier Mussolini, of Italy. Whether 
the move was to be regarded as inci- 
dental to differences of views between 
League of Nations members or to be 
taken at face value they were unable 
to say.

Clarke’s body, it was rumored here that 
her spine had been severely injured. 
Miss Clarke’s stomach will be examined 
to ascertain if she was poisoned or 
given a drug, police investigation is now 
being concentrated in an effort to find 
out what hotel or house Miss Clarke 
went to after arriving here Friday night. 
State police who are assisting in the 
investigation tonight began a round up 
of all taxi cab drivers in an effort to 


discover where Miss Clarke stopped. 

Miss Clarke came to Cape May under 
the name of Miss Emma Carey, which 
she assumed in Washington after leav- 
ing the Mayflower hotel. Police have 
advanced the theory that she went 
under an assumed name in an effort to 
dodge persons who have been seeking 
her fortune, which is estimated at more 
than $150,000 by blackmail. 

Police and newspaper reporters to- 
day searched the wind-swept beach for 
hundreds of yards around the _ spot 
where Miss Clarke’s body was found in 
an effort to find her hat, which is misg- 
ing. Police say no person would ha 
ventured out the night Miss Clarke’s 
body was found without a hat, due to 
the storm and intense cold. Police are 
confident Miss Clarke assumed the 
name of Carey and sought the seclu- 
sion of Cape May in an effort to avoid 
the person or persons who had evidently 
been annoying her. Employes at Had- 
don hall, Atlantic City, advanced the 
theory that she may have been a victim 
of a band of professiceial blackmailers 
who sought ,their winter prey at the 
seaside resort. 

That Miss Clarke was robbed either 
before or after her body was placed on 
the beach is conclusive in the minds 
of the investigators because of the fact 
that two valuable diamond rings, her 
baggage checks and money except 55 
cents were missing. Her purse with 
its silver grip broken was found 
more than 35 feet from her body. Po- 
lice here expect further developments 
to be reported by railroad detectives 
who tonight will examine Miss Clarke's 
baggage, left unclaimed in the Pennsyl- 
vania depot in New York. The where- 
abouts of several Liberty bonds and sev- 
eral thousand dollars tn railroad bonds 
which Miss Clarke is said to have 
bought through a Washington broker 
recently .have not been ascertained. 
Lookouts for two rings which are miss- 
ing have been flashed to police of all 
nearby cities.

AMOY FANATICS INSULT 
FLEEING MISSIONARIES 


Vessel on Way From Foochow 


to Hongkong Is Overrun 


by Chinese Mob. 


BABIES’ BODIES SHOWN 


Peking, Jan. 20 (By A. P.).—Spanish 
| priests and nuns driven out of Foo- 


|chow by Chinese mobs which looted 
| their church premises Sunday were in- 
sulted and threatened by Chinese fanat- 
ics at Amoy, says a dispatch received 
from that city today... 

When the steamship arrived at Amoy 
en route to Hongkong from Foochow, 
an angry crowd of Chin®@se boarded 
and overran the vessel. They attempted 
to intimidate the crew and prevented 
the vessel from proceeding. 

Students had telegraphed to Amoy 
from Foochow that the refugees had 
killed Chinese babies prior to their de- 
parture, and in order to stir up indig- 
nation the bodies of two newly born 
babies were displayed to the mob as 
evidence. of foreign deviltry. 

The Spanish mission premises in 
Amoy were threatened by a Chinese 
mob. Four priests and.five nuns es- 
caped from the mission and took refuge 
upon an American vessel in the harbor. 

The agitation was continued, Chi- 
nese language newspapers publishing 
inflammatory articles.

American missionaries in remote 
stations around Amoy have been 
warned to hold themselves ready to re- 
tire into that city should the anti- 
Christian movement among the Chi- 
nese at Amoy spread. 

American Consul John R. Putnam, 
at Amoy, reported to the State*Depart- 
ment yesterday that he had issued such 
advice owing to the agitation in Amoy, 
Tuesday, when a British steamer en 
route from Foochow to Hongkong, with 
priests, nuns, and Chinese orphan 
refugees, was detained until the Chi- 
nese refugees and one Spanish priest 
had been disembarked. 

Later a Spanish priest of Amoy was 
held up and injured by the rioters, 
but was rescued by the police. Still 
later a mob stormed the Spanish mis- 
sion and four’ priests and five nuns 
took refuge on the American steamer 
Consuelo, leaving the mission under 
police protection. 

Yesterday Amoy newspapers carried 
inflammatory articles accusing the 
Catholics of Foochow of having mur- 
dered children and committed other 
crimes, Putnam reported. 

“At -present the agitation seems to 
be directed against the Catholics,” his 
dispatch added, -“but it is impossible 
to say whether it may spread against 
foreigners generally.” 

The international settlement at Amoy 
remained quiet, with protection guar- 
anteed by Chinese authorities, Putnam 
said, and there has been no other mo- 
lestation of foreigners. 


SUICIDE OF A BEAUTY 
MENACES TOKYO DIET 


Japanese Premier, Nettled, 
Prorogues Session and 
May Seek Election. 


Tokyo, Jan. 20 (By A. P.).—The gov- 
ernment headed by Premier Wakatsuki 
prorogued the diet today for a period 
of three days when members of the 
Seiyu-kal and Seiyu-honto, opposition 
parties introduced a resolution of. non- 
confidence. The resolution followed 
numerous interpellations concerning 
business depression and lax official dis- 
cipline. 

One of the chief embarrassments of 
the government, however, was the in- 
terpellation regarding’ the Bokuretsu 
case. Bokuretsu, Korean radical, and his 
beautiful wife, Fumiko, were sentenced 
to life imprisonment, charged with 
having plotted the assassination of 
members of the imperial family. rumi- 
ko killed herself in jail. 


At the trial the judge permitted in- 
troduction in evidence of a photograph 
of Fumiko seated upon her husband’s 
knees. For this “immoral” exhibit, the 
government was criticized. 

After the prorogation Premier Wakat- 
suki informed the majority party that 
he would not hesitate to dissolve the 
diet if necessary. 


Life Insurance in U.S. 


Put at $80,000,000,000 


New York, Jan. 20 (By A. P.).—New 
life insurance purchased in 1926 was 
$900,000,000 more than in 1925, the As- 
sociation of Life Insurance presidents 
reported today to the United States 
Department of Commerce.

surance was purchased, the report said, 
Adding t is new insurance, the $71,- 
690,000,000 outstanding at the end of 
1925, and making allowance for ter-

Circuit Court Decision Called 
Blow at Prosecution on 
Importation Charge. 


AN APPEAL IS INTIMATED 


Boston, Jan. 20 (By A. P.).—The 


Tof possession, transportation and 


presence of a rum running vessel on 
; rum row” is not in itself evidence 
that its cargo of liquor is of foreign 
manufacture. The United States cir- 
cuit court made this dictum today in 
reversing a lower court conviction of 
a Quincy man for illegal importation 
of liquor. 

The court held that it had not been 
proved that the liquor in question 
came from a foreign country. The 
opinion was said at the office of the 
Federal district attorney to be of 
great importance in the prosecution of 
cases involving rum row. It was indi- 
cated that an appeal would be taken 
to the United States Supreme Court 
from the decision, in which two of 
the three justices concurred. 

Thomas Brown, of Quincy, was con- 
victed in December, 1925, by a jury, 
im- 
portation of 150 cases of alcohol seized 
on Raccoon island, near Quincy. 
Testimony was that the liquor had 
been obtained from the _ schooner 
Parker on rum row, 30 miles from 
shore. The circuit court ‘sustained the 
transportation conviction, held that 
possession was simply incidental to 
transportation and reversed the im- 
portation conviction. 

In the majority opinion, the court 
said: 

“There was no evidence that the 
containers of alcohol bore any mark 
showing it to be of foreign manufac- 
ture nor that it came from any for- 
eign country. There was entire ab- 
sence of evidence as to where it was 
produced, nor could any reasonable 
inference be drawn from the fact that 
it was obtained from a schooner 30 
miles at sea that it was of foreign 
manufacture. 

“We do not think it can be said that 
it is a matter of common knowledge, 
and so net requiring proof, that all 
vessels anchored on rum row are loaded 
with liquor from foreign countries. In 
a criminal case where the liberty of 
a citizenis at stake, the jury should 
not rest its verdict on conjecture or 
speculation.” 

The importance of the decision lies 
in the fact that under this interpreta- 
tion it would be impossible to prose- 
cute a man for importation of liquor 
merely on the evidence that he had 
liquor aboard a vessel in rum row, it 
was explained. Such evidence, how- 
ever, would be competent in a prosecu- 
tion for transportation of liquor. 


Soldiers Read More 
Books Than Civilians 


The average soldier reads from_eight 
to fifteen books a year, which is well in 
excess of the number of books read by 
the average civilian, according to army 
statistics made available by the War 
Department yesterday. Figures ob- 
tained from over 40 libraries in large 
cities of the United states show that 
the average annual circulation per cap- 
ita is between three and four books. 

There are 173 main libraries and 47 
branch libraries in the service of the 
American army, including posts in the 
United States, the Panama Canal Zone, 
Hawali, the Philippines and China.

She had been killed 
by a shotgun charge in the back of the 
head, leading police to advance the 
theory that she had been slain while 
fleeing. 

A discarded shotgun and _ several 
empty shells were found near her body. 

The double slayings, authorities be- 
lieve occurred about 9 o’clock last night, 
as residents near the scene of the shoot- 
ing reported hearing gunshots at that 
time. 

Although $50 in cash that Moore was 
known to have had last night was miss- 
ing when his body was found, police 
discounted the robbery theory. 

Moore was identified by officials of 
the Southern railway. Identification of 
Mrs. Thornton was made.by her parents 
after they discovered she had not re- 
turned home last night. 

Mrs. Thornton, who was married and 
was the mother of a 9-year-old daugh- 
ter, had been living with her parents 
here during the absence of her hus- 
band, J. C. Thornton, an insurance 
agent, who, it was said, has been away 
from the city for several months. 

Moore told railroad officials here yes- 
terday that he planned to attend a 
conference of Southern .railway officials 
in New Orleans tomorrow. Mrs. Moore 
and her three children left Birmingham 
last November and have been residing 
with her parénts in Chattanooga, Tenn. 
Moore's parents here denied the cou- 
ple had separated. Mrs. Moore came 
here tonight to take her husband’s 
body to Chattanooga for burial. 

What is belteved to have been Moore’s 
last act yesterday before leaving on his 
fatal motor ride was the filing of a 
voluntary petition in bankruptcy.

Following the report of Miss Hurst 
to the sheriff's office, Miss Fletcher and 
Miss Miles were arrested, but difficulty 
was encountered in finding Fletcher 3d. 
A short time afterward a man who said 
he was the Fletcher wanted, surrender- 
ed, to be followed a little later by a 
second and younger man who said he 
was the man wanted and that his 
father, Stoughton Fletcher 2d, was 
trying to shield him. 

Miss Hurst said the “V” in her 
name was for Viola, while witnesses 
spoke of her both as “Lady Diana” and 
Miss Virginia Hurst. Fletcher 2d, who 
said he no longer is connected with 
an Indianapolis banking house which 
bears his name, declared his daughter 
and “Lady Diana” had disputed the 
ownership of the clothing Fletcher 3d 
is accused of taking. 

Last summer, “Lady Diana Bath- 
hurst”’ figured in the news when ac- 
tion to recover pictures entrusted to 
her for sale, brought her hurrying 
back to Los Angeles from San Francisco 
where she was about to sail for Hono- 
lulu. At that time her claims to her 
title were questioned by leaders of 
Pasadena and Hollywood society by 
whom she had been entertained. She 
admitted she was Virginia Geraldine 
Hurst, of Texas, but claimed to be the 
daughter of ‘the seventh Earl of 
Bathhurst” by a previous marriage of 
her mother. A _ search of peerage 
records failed to disclose her name.

From 
this point regular air flights were main- 
tained between Washington and Phila- 
delphia during the Sesquicentennial 
exposition. Later flights were estab- 
lished between this point and Norfolk, 
Va. These came to end the first of the 
year. 

It is felt by men prominent in avia- 
tion. that with a regularly appointed 
and finely equipped landing field here 
Washington will establish air connec- 
tions with the great cities of the coun- 
try and that commercial aviation firms 
will soon see to it that air-line travel 
becomes as regulary as railroad transpor- 
tation. 


Other Cities More Enterprising. 


Records show that prominent citizens 
of Boston, Los Angeles, and other places 
throughout the country were not loath 
to getting behind movements which 
gave to their home towns aviation fields 
that cost well over $100,000 and $150,- 
000. No price, as yet, has been set 
on the field for Washington, nor. is 
it known where it will be located, but 
those behind the project feel that with 
all the various interests—the army, 
navy, marine corps, Postoffice Depart- 
ment and Department of Commerce— 
involved, all of which will take active 
interest in the field, it should end 
by establishing one of the costliest 
and best equipped flying fields in 
America.

THE CALIFORNIA MOUSE PLAGUE. 


:* The plague of mice seems ¢o be subsiding 
in California, but not before the biologists of 
the State had sent out frantic appeals to the 
‘government ‘“‘mouse specialist,’’ S. E. Piper, tg 
Hasten to the relief of the stricken State. Mr. 
Piper, accompanied by Norman Bubhn, “State 
rpdent control chief,’ is on his way to take 
pobmmand of the defense forces. Horticultural 
Commissioner Barber admits that the reports 
of damage have been exaggerated, but still he 
yuts the “losses in food, clothing, grain and 
forage at $10,000," subject, of course, to the 
customary revision, when all the reports are in. 
*" Although no actual census of the mouse 
population now migrating through 96 square 
Miles of California oil wells, farms and 
fanches has been taken, sufficient data have 
been collected to warrant the announcement 
that the original estimate, which ran some- 
where about a billion, was rather liberal. But 
tt is admitted that the plague is a serious one, 
bad that the “‘seven tons of poisoned grain” 
: Which has been scattered through the furrows 
plowed for the purpose of retarding the migra- 
tion, will have to be augmented with a few 
more tons before the “‘wee beasties”’ are all 
’ecounted for. It is likely, too, that before 
the last small animal is driven from the land, 
an army of scientists will be called in action. 
» However, it would appear that the Depart- 
ren of Agriculture is overlooking an oppor- 
tunity to aid the farmer. Within a short pe- 
tiod the dairy division has spread broadcast 
feports of its attempts to find new uses for 
Skimmed milk. Why not convert the lacteal 
Guid into cheese? The process is easy. Ten tons 
Qf skimmed milk treated with the gastric 
juices from the stomachs of a few calves will 
produce 2,000 pounds of cheese. Mice prefer 
cheese to grain, and a ton of poisoned cheese 
would naturally attract more mice than ten 
tons of the fines: “slifornia wheat. It might 
be well for the bureay uf home economics, in 
cooperation with the dairy ‘division, the bio- 
logic survey and the prohibition unit, to devise 
one of those celebrated astronomical formulae 
for guessing future hog prices which may be 
employed against the mice of California. 
Take 1,000 pounds of skim milk cheese and 25

EXCLUSION OF SMITH. 


The Senate has excluded Frank L. Smith, 
pending a report on his case from the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections. He came 
bearing credentials from the governor of IIli- 
nois. No one questioned the fact that he had 
been appointed to fill a vacancy; but it was 
asserted that corruption during the primary 
campaign tainted his election, and that if he 
had not been elected he would not have been 
appointed to serve until March 4. Therefore, 
it was held by Senator Reed, author, of the 
resolution, Smith’s appointment was tainted. 

This seems to be a far-fetched conclusion, 
especially in view of the fact that the majority 
of Illinois voters elected Smith after they had 
full opportunity to know and pass upon what 
had happened in the primary campaign. 

The Senate has virtually told the majority 
of the voters of Illinois that, while they have 
power to elect a United States senator, they 
have no power to elect Frank L. Smith, and 
that,

notwithstanding their indorsement of

is presumptively guilty of acts whieh 


render him unfit to be a senator.

Having pre- 
sumed his guilt, the Senate will now investi- 
gate his case. The vote denying him a seat is 
an indication that the committee will recom- 
mend his exclusion and that the Senate will 
adopt the recommendation. 

Whatever may be the final action of the Sen- 
ate, it has taken a momentous step in refusing 
to honor the credentials of Frank L. Smith. 
For the time being Illinois is deprived of a 
vote in the Senate, although it has sent here a 
man who bears valid credentials. If the nation 
were on the verge of war, and a single vote in 
the Senate could decide the issue, it is easy to 
conceive that the Senate’s action would arouse 
the bitterest passions and lead to unfortunate 
results. A prompt report from the commit- 
tee, and prompt action by the Senate on that 
réport, may relegate to a minor place the ques- 
tion of denying the oath to an appointee bear- 
ing valid credertials; but it is unquestionably 
a dangerous precedent, and one which the Sen- 
ate was not required to establish. It could 
have dealt with Smith on the merits of the 
against him, without 


charges temporarily 


denying to the State of Illinois its equal repre- 
sentation in the Senate. 


COST OF ACCIDENTS. 


Mr. J. E. Hannum, of the American Engi- 
neering Council, recently told members of the 
Washington Society of Engineers that a five- 
year study of accident and production condi- 
tions in eighteen basic industries points to a 
considerably increased production, accompa- 
nied by a decrease in accidents. The natural 
inference is that the prevention of accidents 
has come to be regarded as a factor in increas- 
ing industrial production. 

The United States Steel Corporation has 
been a pioneer and leader in accident preven- 
tion work. Not long ago it issued a report in 


which it was estimated that as a result of or-4 


ganized safety campaigns within the company 
over the period from 1912 to 1928, inclusive, 
more than 35,000 employes were saved from 
serious injury. The American Car & Foundry 
Co., another outstanding example in this field, 
spent approximately $1,000,000 in fourteen 
years for accident prevention, but estimates 
that it saved $2,700,000 in actual loss by this 
expenditure. é 

Industrial accidents are increasing through- 
out the country, in spite of prevention work. 
In the metropolitan district of New York city, 
for instance, 60 men were injured each work- 
ing day of the year ended June 30 last. In 
1922 there were nearly 2947000 industrial ac- 
cidents in New York State. In 1926 the num- 
ber increased to 441,000. The direct cost of 
such accidents to manufacturers for the last 
year is estimated at more than $73,000,000, 
made up of compensation and medical bene- 
fits, wage losses and compensation adminis- 
tration costs. The indirect cost is estimated 
at more than twice that sum. 

The cost of industrial accidents throughout 
the country reaches a staggering total each 
year, all of which, of course, eventually is 
passed on to the public.

CHANGING TIME. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
authorized railroads entering the cities of Cin- 
cinnati and Middletown, Ohio, to operate on 
eastern standard time instead of central 
standard time. Recently both cities have been 
using eastern time for the conduct of their 
affairs, and the orders of the commission mere- 
ly permit the railroads to.cooperate. In order 
to meet. operating requirements, however, it 
was necessary to readjust time zone boun- 
daries for a considerable distance around the 
two Ohio cities. 

When Julius Ceasar, in B. C. 45, re-formed 
the Roman calendar so that thereafter every 
fourth year should contain 366 days, or when 
in.1582, Pope Gregory XIII, with the view of 
keeping the equinox to the same day of the 
year, produced the Gregorian calendar, which 
is in use to‘the present day, time zones prob- 
ably were unthought of. Not until methods 
of rapid communication were devised was the 
fact that noon follows the sun of any im- 
portance whatsoever. Instant communication 
over considerable distances, however, made 
comparative time of paramount importance— 
a phenomenon strikingly demonstrated during 
the present day transoceanic radio telephone 
conversations. 

The United States officially adopted stand- 
time in 1883 on the initiative of the 


year the telegraphic time signals sent out from 


thrust. upon him. 


75, 90, 105 and 120 degrees west from Green- 
wich became the time meridians of eastern, 
central, mountain and Pacific standard time 
respectively. A congressional act of 1918 
made standard time legal throughout the 
United States, and granted authority to change 
the boundary line between the time zones to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. The 
latter made the readjustment go as to bring 
the new limits of the zones about halfway 
between the standard meridians. 

Cincinnati, the second largest city in Ohio, 
was located almost on the boundary line be- 
tween central and eastern time. Cleveland, 
the largest city and headquarters of a Federal 
Reserve district, is in the eastern’ time zone. 
The time difference between the two cities 
was a severe handicap to the commercial life 
of Cincinnati, the citizens of which decided at 
the last election to conduct their affairs on 
the faster time. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission now has exercised its authority 
to apply the change to the railroads. 


FOR BIGGER SHORTCAKES, 


The Federal agricultural statistician for 
Maryland says that approximately 12,570 
acres will be picked for strawberries in that 
State during the coming season, an increase 
of about 2,300 acres over the average picked 
during the past four years. More to the 
point, however, is the fact that Maryland 
growers report that strawberry patches never 
looked better at this time of the year, and 
that unless something untoward happens, a 
bumper crop will be harvested, 

This 
year. The prediction brings visions of big red 
strawberries hidden in rich cream, of straw- 
berry pies and jam, and of the finest of. all 
American dishes, strawberry shortcake. 
Furthermore, which makes it ail seem too 
good to be true, the country as a whole is fa- 
vored with an indicated acreage increase of 
about 22 per cent over 1926, centered par- 
ticularly in Louisiana, Arkansas, Tennessee, 
Maryland and Missouri. 

Mother, alone, will view tHe situation with 
alarm. Apparently strawberries will be cheap 
this spring, which will necessitate many long 
days of canning, because at ‘such a price she 
can not bear to see them go to waste. 


UP TO THE MOTORIST. 


Some time ago an Oregon motorist, driving 
within the legal 30-mile-an-hour speed limit, 
struck and killed a woman crossing the street 
diagonally. In court he was prosecuted under 
the reckless driving clause contained in the 
statute and was convicted of involuntary man- 
slaughter. His attorneys, contending that 
since he was driving within the legal limit he 
could not be prosecuted for driving recklessly, 
carried the case through the appellate court to 
the United States Supreme Court. The latter 
recently upheld the conviction, thus sustain- 
ing the validity of the clause which specifies 
that whatever the speed, the motorist must 
drive with due caution, taking into account 
the width and condition of the road and the 
state of the weather. 

The decision is of far-reaching importance, 
affecting traffic adminjstration in every juris- 
diction in the country. It is of special interest 
to Washington, as it bears out the contention 
of the traffic director that the speed limit reg- 
ulations in the local code are applicable only 
under ideal conditions, and that under unusual 
conditions, such as slippery pavements, the 
motorist is legally bound to drive at reduced 
speeds. 

There can be no question as to the justice 
of this interpretation of the law. Reckless 
driving has little relation to speed. Under 
certain conditions, upon a wide, clear, straight- 
away, for instance, a motor vehicle may be 
driven as fast as 50 or 60 miles an hour with- 
out placing life or property in jeopardy. 
Through a congested school street, however, 
it is criminal to attempt to drive at a greater 
rate of speed than even 8 or 10 miles an hour. 
These are the matters the decision takes into 
consideration. It should prove an effective 


curb to improper manipulation of a motor ve- 
hicle. 


CHICAGO’S GLUT OF ART. 

Nearly every village of any size in the 
United States is afflicted with too much art. 
Not “art for art’s saké’’ .exactly, but art 
which takes the form of a monument to the 
memory of the “boys who responded to the 
call of Father Abraham.’’ They call: them 
“soldiers* monuments,’’ but in 99 cases out 
of every 100—and there are many hundreds 
of them—‘monstrosities”’ might be a better 
word. Washington is not without its own 
chamber of statuesque horrors, but here the 
huge number, all in a heap as it were, serves 
to relieve the distress to a certain degree, as 
a great shock deadens pain. Chicago is suf- 
fering from a variation of the affliction 
through the ill-timed philanthropy of one of 
its citizens. 

In 1903 Benjamin Franklin Ferguson, of 
that city, reached the canclusion that the 
combined smells of the packing houses and 
the Calumet river gave Chicago an air which 
was anything but artistic. That was before 
Upton Sinclair and Senator Beveridge had 
purified the operations of the stockyards and 
before the drainage canal had eliminated the 
Calumet from the list of nuisances. Mr. Fer- 
guson left $1,000,000 with which to purchase 
memorial statuary for the city. That’s how it 
comes that the windy town at the southern 
end of Lake Michigan has more art than it 
knows what to do with. The interest on the 
original fund is more than enough to pro- 
cure the counterfeit presentment of every 
citizen of that burg who has had greatness 
Besides, Chicago wants 
some space through which its population can 
move-without butting into the base of a 
monumental memorial. Altogether Chicago 
is fed up on art, and the municipal authori- 
ties are at their wit’s end to decide who shall

will place his effigy.

Texas in Second Place and 
Pennsylvania Third, Com- 
merce Figures Show. 


VIRGINIA RANKS ELEVENTH 


(By the Associated Press.) 

New York, then Texas, were the 
greatest contributors among States to 
the nation’s exports during the third 
quarter of 1926,'the Commerce Depart- 
ment found yesterday in completing a 
statistical calculation. Pennsylvania 
ranked third. 

New York, which exported goods to 
a value of $195,378,000, made up its 
total by a highly diversified variety of 
commodities, but the great bulk of 
Texas exports was raw cotton, though 
petroleum products, packing products 
and other agricultural commodities 
amounted to large sums. 


Cotton cloth was the largest single 
item of the quarter's ex from New 


ports | 
York, amounting to $12,505,000. Crude 


and partially fabricated copper was 
second, while electrical machinery and 
apparatus totaled $10,000,000 in value. 
Pennsylvania’s total for the quarter 
was $83,248,000, less than half that of 
Texas, which was $184,499,192. 

California, fourth, had a total of $72.,- 
985,000 compared with $57,864,000 for 
the same period in 1926. Michigan, the 
source of heavy automotive exports, 
was in fifth place, with $61,671,000 com- 
pared with. $57,898,000 in 1925. 

Tilinois was aixth with $58,204,000; 
Louisiana, seventh, with $57,061,000; 
New Jersey, eighth, with $50, 478,000, 
and Ohio, ninth, with $44,932,000. 

Tenth place went to West Virginia, 
which more than doubled its exports 
for the 1926 quarter as compared with 
1925. The figures were $34,320,000 
gr $15,936,000. and the increase 

ly contributed by the British 
ua a ke which boosted West Virginia 
coal shipments to Europe. 

Virginia, which provided some of the 
foreign coal shipments, was eleventh, 
with a total of $30,186,000. Washing- 
ton, a heavy producer of lumber for 
world trade, twelfth, with $29,254,000, 
and Massachusetts, thirteenth, with 
$27,044,000. Other leading States were 
Oregon, Georgia, Maryland, Indiana, 
Minnesota, Connecticut, Missouri and 
South Carolina, listed in that order.

well toward the rear of the Repub- 
lican side and not the one he usually 
occupies. His was a plea for precedents 
and procedure marked by the rapid fire 
of Democratic attack and criticism. 

"It is my view,” he said, “that the 
chain of title by which the senator- 
designate from Illinois presents him- 
self here is perfect.

Senator Joseph T. Robin- 
son, of Arkansas, asked if under that 
contention a man with —— would 
be admitted and Senator Watson said 
he would and when Senator Bingham 
entered the discussion Senator Robin- 
eon remarked:

“The fundamental question here,” he 
said in part, “goes sauleh deeper than 
mere procedure. The real issue is 
whether one shall be permitted to use 
or be prevented from using his influ- 
ence in determining whether corrupt 
practices have been used in obtaining a 
seat in this chamber.

The tale of the bold banditry staged 
by the four men, accused of the mur- 
der Patrolman Leo W. K. Busch, & 
few hours prior to the fatal shoot!

terday when the session was adjourned. 

Justice William Hitz, earlier in the 
day, overruled the objection of defense 
counsel and declared the evidence of 
the highway robberies was admissible, 
which Justice Hitz heard Wednesday 
after excluding the Jury. The jury was 
recalled for the afternoon session and 
the evidence was repeated to it by wit- 
nesses. 

The four men on trial for their lives 
are Samtel Marino, Nicholas Lee 
Eagies, John F. McCabe and John Proc- 
tor. Busch was wounded in a gunh 
battle September 26 and died two days 
later in Garfield hospital. The gov- 
ernment counsel will’ prove that the 
four accused took part in the battle. 


Survivor on Stand. 


Patrolman Frank L. Ach, who wns 
wounded in the battle and who is the 
outstanding government witness, took 
the stand while the jury was excluded 
to show he and Busch had cause to 
arrest the quartet. He told of receiv- 
ing a “look-out” from the Tenth pre- 
cinet over a patrol box at Georgia ave- 
nue and Varnum streeta northwest. 
The look-out, he said, read, “Look out 
for four young white men in 4 large 
touring car, may be a Cadillac, Want- 
ed in Berwyn, Md., for hold-up and 
robbery.” He stated there was no fur- 
ther description of the four.
